To the inhabitants of the town of Lisbon, in the county of 
Grafton and state of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in 
town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Lis- 
bon on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, next, at nine 
o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and to make 
appropriations for the same. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will fix and determine the com- 
pensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Art. 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and special 
committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to issue druggists’ permits to any druggist who is a regis- 
tered pharmacist doing business in Lisbon to sell liquor for 
medicinal use upon a prescription under the provision of 
Chapter 147, Section 14, of the laws of 1917. 
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Art. 7. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addition to 
what is required by law, and to determine how the same shall} 


be divided. 


Art. 8.. To see if the town will vote to discount all taxes 
paid on or before July 5th, 1933. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to light the streets of — 
Lisbon Village District all night during the entire year, Sugar 
Hill from the dwelling of H. J. Field to Hotel Lookoff, from 
the Baptist church through Lovers’ Lane to the Franconia 
line, from Goodnow school house to the Homestead, and from 
the Lisbon and Franconia town line to the dwelling of Joseph 
Pelletier, Sugar Hill and the vicinity to be lighted the entire 
year until midnight, and from 5 a. m. until daylight, excepting 
the lights from the Homestead to Hotel Lookoff for six 
months of the year, all the above premises to be lighted with 
electricity, and to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 


Art. 10. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the District Nursing Association. | 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to properly observe Old Home Day. 

Art. 12. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day. 

_ Art. 13. .To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate $200 for Grove Hill cemetery. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to apply for State 
Aid construction, and to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to plow the town 
roads, and, if so, to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil the roads from the corner of the Homestead 
on Sugar Hill, past the Sunset Hill House to Hotel Lookoff, 
the road leading to Peckett’s from the intersection with the 
Franconia road past the Veitor cottage, and the Bishop road 
to the Ammonoosuc, and to raise and appropriate the neces- 
sary money. for the same. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $5,000 for the bond due this year, and interest. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for a cement sidewalk from a point 
opposite William Muldoon’s barn to a point above Edgar 
Herbert’s driveway, on the right hand side of the road leading 
from Sugar Hill postoffice to Edgar Herbert’s. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding thirty-five hundred dollars ($3,500) 
with which to purchase a fire truck. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) to repair the 
road beginning at and leading from the Sugar Hill-Franconia © 
State Aid road past Peckett’s-on-Sugar Hill. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Old Creamery, so-called, crossing the 
farm of Albert Hubbard to Sugar Hill street. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to discontinue such 
portion of the original Trunk Line highway located between 
the Salmon Hole bridge and the North Lisbon school house 
and now replaced by the newly constructed cement highway, 
as shall be deemed advisable by selectmen. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road starting at a point near the Ammonoosuc Golf Club 
house, crossing the golf links, and leading to the Conrad- 
Hastings road, so-called. 
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Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to give the selectmen 
the right to sell the H. M. Gilman farm. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to have one road 
agent in place of three, and the one road agent to be appoint- 
ed by selectmen. .

To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

Report of Budget Committee 


Approved accounting methods have been followed, and 
‘ monthly balances showing balances of each appropriation re- 
spectively for the remainder of the year appear at the end of 
each month’s totals. 

Expenditures should be allotted for each month in advance 
so that the unexpended balance for the remaining months will 
be adequate for expected requirements. 

Town bills should be settled monthly, and notice to this 
effect should be given to all persons doing business with the 
town. 

The Tax Collector should keep his cash book, prescribed 
by the state and supplied by the town, balanced, so that his 
accounts may be examined and checked by the Town Treas- 
urer on the first Saturday of each month as required by law. 

If your Budget Committee is to be continued, we suggest 
that the Town Auditors be made ex-officio members. 

Persons, including a member of the State Tax Commission, 
who have given much thought and study to our town tax 
situation are of the opinion that our property valuations are 
not correctly equalized; that they are uniformly higher than 
similar valuations in other parts of the state and should be 
reduced. : |
